An early report that two of the 
victims of the explosion died from 
their injuries at a hospital was 
unconfirmed this afterneon. Some 
of those injured were in a serious 
condition. 

Police have maintained vigilance 
over American buildings in Buenos 
| Aires ever since agitation began in 
connection with the Sacco-Van- 
zetti case, the vigilance being par- 
j}ticularly strict after the American 
'Embassy was bombed last year. 
This vigilance, however, of late was 
| diminished somewhat, since it was 
‘thought that the feeling had died 
j away. , 

Sacco-Vanzetti Result? 

Nevertheless, the two explosions 
of this morning are thought by 
some officials to be outgrowths of 
feeling which still survives as a 
result of the executions of Sacco 
and Vanzetti. 

Police have been sent to all 
clubs and organizations known to 
have anarchistic tendencies with 
instructions to arrest any sus- 
picious characters who might have 
been connected with the outrages.

|Senator Hawes Telegraphs Re-

How “Jack” Kearney faced

A chorus of 69 male voices as- 
sembled from the Vatican choirs 
gave a program of liturgical and 
recreative music last night at the 
Coliseum. A large audience gave 
every evidence of being moved and

| within the ordinary experience. 
It was not so much the precision
